Assistant Tells of 
Its 
Effects on 


Science 
Study— Not Abandon 


Any Courses. 


Miss Adelaide Baylor, of the state 
departm ent of public instruction, has 
prepared to issue shortly a bulletin 
on industrial education, 
to 
which 
Charles Greathouse, head of the de­ 
partm ent, is lDOiw giving much atten­ 
tion, both in the 
teaching 
of 
the 
mechanical aits, and in the teaching 
of agriculture and domestic science. 
The bulletin is to be circulated gen­ 
erally among school people 
of 
the 
state, who are asked to foster the 
movement and to help educate the 


school patrons to the necessity of 
making such training a p art of tlhe 
school system of the state. 
Miss Baylor, after reviewing the 
advancement made 
by 
the 
public 
schools in recent years, sets out that 
industrial training need not be made 
to mean that the science and lan­

Suppose y ou try giv ing the children 
a paper-bag cooked party . On such an 
occasion, the paper bag comes gaily 
into its kingdom. 
Not the used bag, 
but one holding something cooked 1% 
another bag, or else roguishly am­ 
bushing a gift. 
For such ambushing, splotch bags 
liberally with color or else decorate 
them with gilt and silv er stars, pasted 
on the sides, and tie their necks with 
gay ribbon, putting inside a ruffle of 
fringed crepe paper matching the rib­ 
bon-color. 
Edibles, of course, must be bagged 
v ery shortly before being distributed. 
Iced tartlets, small pretty fancy cakes, 
nuts, raisins, bits of cry stallized fruit, 
all make admirable fillings. 
What manner o f sweets, fruits, can­ 
dies, nu ts, etc., appear mu st depend, 
o f co u rse, u po n th e h o stess. 
Sh e will 
no t err if th e candies - are largely 
h o me-made and plentifu lly reinfo rced 
w’ith fresh fru it and goo d cake.

Fo r th e ch icken biscu it begin by 
ro asting a fine fat 
ch icken, 
du ly 
wash ed and tru ssed, greased all o v er 
and baco n-co v ered o n th e breast. Do 
no t stu ff it, bu t pu t inside h alf a do zen 
stalks o f celery and a peeled and q u ar­ 
tered apple. 
Lay a few’ mo re stalks 
o f celery In th e bag, v ’h ich needs a 
small lu mp o f bu tter in additio n to 
th ick greasing, seal, and co o k do ne, 
taking care th e bag do es no t break. 
Remo v e carefu lly fro m th e bag, and 
wh ile still h o t, mince th e meat as fine 
as y o u can, mincing also th e apple and 
celery , wh ich w ill be co o ked v ery soft. 
Taste. 
If th e ligh t seaso ning wh ich 
th e ch icken h ad is insu fficient, add 
mo re salt and a bare du sting o f pep­ 
per, red and black. 
Po u r u po n th e 
minced mass th e grav y fro m th e bag, 
add a v ery little mo re bu tter and a 
spo o nfu l o r so of cream, mix wrell, pu t 
in a fresh well-greased bag and h eat 
fo r fiv e minu tes. Take u p and pu t by 
spo o nfu ls, rath er scant o nes, betw’een 
h o t biscu it, wh ich h av e been ro lled 
th in and baked do u ble, after bru sh ing 
o v er th e lo wer o ne with melted bu tter. 
Keep h o t inside a bag, in th e h o t sto v e 
wh ere th e flame is o u t, u ntil needed. 
Fo r sw’eet po tato biscu it, boil so ft 
a q u art cf so u nd po tato es and peel and 
mash fine wh ile h o t, taking o u t all 
lu mps and strings. 
Mix with its o wn 
bu lk o f flou r sifted with a teaspo o n­ 
fu l o f baking po wder. 
Sh o rten wrell 
with bu tter, wet u p rath er stiff with 
sweet milk, ro ll o u t, cu t in small 
ro u nds and bake in a greased bag with 
a tiny h o le in th e u pper side. 
Fifteen 
minu tes o u gh t to be lo ng eno u gh . 
Mince 
tu rno v ers, 
wh ich 
ex plain 
th emselv es, mu st be v ery small. Make 
th e o riginal ro u nd o f paste abo u t fou r 
inch es acro ss. 
Pu t o nly a teaspo o nfu l 
o f mincemeat u po n it, fo ld it o v er v ery 


neatly and pinch the edges well to­ 
gether. Flatten and cook inside & but­ 
tered bag. 
For the icecream sandwiches, cut 
v ery thin slices from a thick loaf of 
pound cake, frost the slices upon one 
side and lay them together, two and 
tw’O, naked sides touching. At serv ing 
time, cut a v ery thin slice of icecream, 
lay it deftly between two of thq 
frosted cake slices, and pass on to be 
eaten at once. 
This second menu may please some 
households better. It is suited to after­ 
noon serv ing, rather than ev ening.

bread find keep moist until v amfcpd, J 
For oy ster patties, bake shells of 
puff paste inside paper bags, cool, ‘and 
fill w’ith oy sters prepared as for oy ster 
sandwiches. 
Prepare chicken as for 
the chicken biscuit, bpt bake it in tiny 
turnov ers. Boil th e bones of it with 
a little fresh celery and a sliced to­ 
mato to make th e broth. 
Cu t th e o ranges carefu lly around, 
remo v e th e peel in tw’o sectio ns and 
no tch th e edges cf each , th u s making 
pretty cu ps. 
Slice th e fru it th in, tak­ 
ing aw’ay strings and wLite pith y rind, 
arrange in th e cu ps, co v er with su gar, 
pu t a little sh reded cry stallized ginger 
o n to p and keep cool till wanted. 
Bake th e spo nge cake in a square 
sh allo w mo u ld. 
Let it get co ld, cu t 
in small sq u ares, fro st with tinted 
icing and serv e in a basket lined with . 
wh ite crepe paper frills.

Peking, Feb. 13.—After weeks of in 
trigue and evasion the Manchu dynas­ 
ty has passed into history, the imperi­ 
al family having issued an edict an­ 
nouncing the abdication of the baby 
emperor Pu Yi, and the establishment 
of a republic to succeed the govern­ 
m ent which has ruled the Mongolian 
empire for nearly three centuries. 
The term s of the edict aré similar 
to those already published. 
The boy 
emperor, Pu Yi, will be taken to Jehol. 
where the summer palace is located, 
and the imperial family will live off 
the bounty of the republic. Immediate 
ex tension of the authority of the re­ 
publican government at Nanking to 
include the provinces which had re­ 
mained loyal to the thro ne is now ex ­ 
pected. 
News of the edict was tele­ 
graphed to the republican capital, for 
its contents were already known there. 
The throne pledged its sacred honor to 
carry out all the guarantees promised 
In the instrum ent. 
Prem ier Yuan Shih Kai has reached 
an agreem ent with the republicans by 
which he will render m aterial assist­ 
ance in the reformation of China. 
A 
speedy settlem ent of the crisis is now 
ex pected. 
Two capitals will be main­ 
tained—one at Nanking and the other 
at Peking—but it is ex pected that the 
republicans will eventually do away 
with Peking as a capital city, as the 
new central government today stands 
at Nanking.

13.—The senate 
committee on pensions, after rejecting 
the Sherwood “dollar-a-day” pension 
bill by a vote of 10 to 4, agreed fa­ 
vorably to report a substitute m easure 
based on service and age, carrying an 
appropriation of $24,115,57 8 . Senators 
Bryan of Florida and Gore of Oklaho- 
.ma voted against the substitute and 
will carry their fight to the floor of 
the senate, where they will be joined 
by Senator Hoke Smith of Georgia and 
o ther Democrats opposed to pension 
legislation. 
Curtis of Kansas, Brown 
of Nebraska, Republicans, and two 
Democrats, Shively of Indiana and 
Johnson of Maine, voted for the “dol­ 
lar-a-day” bill. 
By a vote of 7 to 6 the committee 
adopted Senator Bryan’s amendment 
providing for the publication of the 
names and postoffice addresses of all 
pensioners on the government rolls. 
Senator Bryan believes this publicity 
will disclose many pension frauds and 
m aterially reduce the number. 
The 
names of pensioners have not been 
published since 18 8 4. 
The committee substitute, which it 
is believed will be adopted by the sen­ 
ate, means an annual increase per 
pensioner of $57.27, according to the 
estim ate of the commissioner of pen­ 
sions. The details of the bill are sum­ 
marized as follows: 
Soldiers who served as much as 
ninety days, from

to $21 per 
month, based on ages ranging from 
six ty-two to seventy-five years and 
over;

men.

When the senate substitute becomes 
a law, as it probably will, the pension 
appropriations of the government will 
have reached their high-water mark in 
the history of the country. 
The pen­ 
sion bill for this year, which has re­ 
cently passed the house, carries $152,- 
000,000. The senate substitute will in­ 
crease this amount to $176.112,000 an­ 
nually. The.previous high-water mark 
reached several years ago was $166,- 
■ 000.000.

China Is Expected to Profit Greatly by 


the Change. 
W ashington, Feb. 13.—Official con­ 
firmation of the press dispatches stat­ 
ing that the Chinese emperor had ab­ 
dicated his throne has not yet been re­ 
ceived at the state departm ent, but 
officials there are giving complete 
credence to published accounts of the 
abdication. 
The issuance of the edicts of abdica­ 
tion will relieve the situation in China 
very considerably, departm ent officials 
believe. In fact, they regard the news 
as marking the end of the crisis in 
China, at least for the present. 
It is 
pointed out that the way is now clear­ 
ed for the im perialist factions and the 
republicans to get to gether and work 
out a definite frame for the republican 
government. 
The position of the re­ 
publicans is considered the most ad­ 
vantageous for their interests, as they 
have won practically everything they 
sought from the throne and Yuan Shih 
Kai. 
Yuan’s 
influence, though 
he will be 
without definite official status 
for the 
interim , will be very great, it is be­ 
lieved. 
There is little doubt that he 
will be a leading figure in the councils 
which m ust be held. 
His election to 
the presidency is regarded here as the 
logical and natural outcome of the sit­ 
uation now that the Omneror has ab­ 
dicated. 
Provisional President Sun 
Yat Sen has announced repeatedly that 
he is ready to step down as soon as 
republican government is established 
and a means provided for the choice 
of a president. 
Information reaching W ashington is 
to the effect that the republicans have 
established at Nanking an efficient and 
complete government. 
A cabinet and 
assembly have been organized and ad­ 
m inistrative officers appointed through 
the entire territo ry under control of 
the provisional government. 
These 
officers are said to be performing their 
duties in a most capable m anner con­ 
sidering the Circumstances, and an 
early resto ratio n of normal business 
conditions is ex pected.

Says Form er Minister. 
Monterey, Mex ., Feb. 13.—A dispatch 
from the City of Mex ico says Garcia 
Gandos, formerly m inister of the in­ 
terior, in an interview said that he 
considered that through the vaccila- 
tion and weakness of the present gov­ 
ernm ent the situatio n in the country 
has come to an open state of anarchy, 
Which left but two alternatives open, 
a new dictatorship o r intervention.

This he said would re­ 
quire a greater degree of patriotism 
than to shed the blood of hundreds of 
men. 


Mexican Rebels Fire on White Flag 


and Are Promptly “ Licked.” 
El Paso. Tex ., Feb. 13.—Eighteen of 
Braulio Hernandez’s rebels were taken 
prisoners and a number killed in a bat­ 
tle with a band of loyal soldiers under 
Colonel Jose Orozco, at Meoqui, state 
of Chihuahua. 
It was the first real 
battle of the present revolution, and a 
number of men are reported killed on 
both sides. Hernandez, who was until 
lately secretary of the state of Chi­ 
huahua, is reported to have fled west­ 
ward with his men. 
In gov ernment circles it is declared 
that Colonel Orozco was on his way 
to the Hernandez camp to treat for 
peace with Hernandez and his follow­ 
ers. and that, although the Orozco 
party carried a flag of truce, the rebels 
fired when they came in sight, where­ 
upon the Orozco command returned 
the fire and the battle ensued.
